More than 50 years of hospitality 
is definitely something to 
celebrate and commemorate. 
Sometimes, in order to move 
forward, one has to look back 
and savor the achievements 
and the qualities of the people 
that made those achievements 
possible. One may then finalize 
or adjust one’s vision for the 



future. 

When I was reading through 
some research material on 
the history of tourism, what 
impressed me most was the 
extreme effort made in the first 
phase in the development of 
tourism. The vision, the dream 
of 

some individuals, triggered an 
impulse in others: impulses 
of courage, initiative, 
determination, dedication, 
creativity, assurance and 
perseverance, and leadership 
to achieve a bold beginning in 
tourism development in spite 
of all obstacles. Perhaps more 
was achieved than was even 
envisioned. 

In reviewing the history of 
tourism, it also struck me 
as peculiar, that most of the 
challenges that we have today, 
we also experienced 50 years 
ago. Of course, 50 years ago, 
the size of those challenges was 
limited because tourism at that 
time was in its infancy. 

(to give you an idea, 50 years 
ago, they were concerned 
with the poor condition and/ 
or lack of roads, they were 
preoccupied with increased 
crime, with the high price of 
tourism service, the lack of 
local flavor in entertainment 
and food, and some major 
concerns were expressed in

view of competition.) 

Even in marketing, there are 
quite some tools that we still 
use today, that were used 50 
years ago. I chuckled when 
I read that from the late 50s 
on, Breakfast Seminars, 
Tradeshows, Media Events 
and parties for Travel Agents 
were hosted lavishly as well 
as visiting airline executives. 
Those were all important then 
and are still important now. 
Now, 50 years later, our tourism 
industry has grown in leaps and 
bounds. 

From 300 hotel rooms to almost 
8000 hotel and timeshare 
rooms. 

From a few restaurants to over 
300 restaurants. 

From some airline flights per 
week to over thirty, flights PER 
DAY! 

We now market in over 10 
countries and have more than 13 
representation offices abroad, 
dealing with 10 different 
currencies. 

From a few thousand visitors 
50 years ago, we now receive 
over 800,000 visitors by air and 
over 500,000 by cruise ship per 
year. 

Our population has more than 
doubled to almost 120,000. 

Our competition which was 
limited to a few Caribbean 
islands, expanded to 32 
Caribbean destinations and 
globalization made every other 
country in the world, offering 
tourism as an economic tool, a 


competitor. 

The $100,000 dollar budget for 
marketing in the 50s, became 
almost $20 miyon dollars at 
present. 

Only one thing has not changed, 
and that is the geographic size 
of the island! 

History proved that Aruba 
achieved many successes and 
the island is considered a leader 
in the Caribbean. Aruba is the 
measuring stick, the benchmark 
in hospitality and friendship, 
good service, beautiful beaches, 
superb culinary experiences, 
excellent tourism and hotel 
infrastructure, a bonanza of 
activities and at the same time 
a relaxing and safe atmosphere. 
With the public and private 
sector 

working together for success, 
tourism has indeed become the 
most important economic pillar 
of the island. 

While the global tourism 
scenario has changed quite a 
bit, some factors have definitely 
changed the industry forever. 
The internet is here to stay and 
determines the way business 
is done. Especially in tourism. 
Although we still put emphasis 
on the personal touch, we have 
revolutionized our marketing 
approach to adapt to current 
trends. Social networking and 
direct bookings permeated 
our world and ATA is taking 
advantage of it, marketing 
the name Aruba and all its 
attributes. □

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Caribbean Kids Sail Volvo Youth Sailing ISAF World Championship 
2009, BUI’S Alec Anderson finishes an Impressive Seventh Overall

The world’s top young sailing 
talent was gathered in Buzios, 
Brazil for racing at the 39th 
Volvo Youth Sailing ISAF 
World Championship. Close to 
300 of the world’s top sailors 
representing 59 nations were 
sailing in 7 different classes. 
Ard en Philipine van Aanholt 
(AHO) represented the 
Netherlands Antilles. Other 
Caribbean sailors present 
were: Alec Anderson from the 
British Virgin Island, Mayumi 
Roller, Tyler Rice and William 
Gibson from the US Virgin 
Islands, Raul Rios and Antonio 
Sifre Torren from Puerto Rico. 
The Volvo Youth Sailing 
ISAF World Championship, 
open to competitors who 
do not exceed the age of 
18 during the calendar year 
of the event, represents the 


undisputed pinnacle of youth 
sailing. Entry is restricted to 
one boat per nation, per event, 
so the sailors have already 
had to win through their 
national qualification series 
to earn their place in Brazil. 
The Boys’ One Person Dinghy, 
the Laser Radial event had the 
huge entry this year, with over 
50 nations represented in the 
fleet. 

Alec Anderson (18) and Ard 
van Aanholt (15) started in 
this event, a much better 
choice for the boys then last 
years Laser Standard. In the 
Girls’ Laser Radial event, 
the winner of the past two 
editions, Gabrielle King 
(AUS) made her final Youth 
Worlds appearance in Arhus 
last July. Isabella Bertold 
(CAN), Heidi Tenkanen (FIN) 
and Elizabeth Yin (SIN) all 
return to the Youth Worlds 


this year aiming to build on 
impressive finishes last time 
out in Denmark. Mayumi 
“Mimi” Roller and Philipine 
van Aanholt, former Optimist 
opponents at the water but 
friends on shore both raced in 
the Laser Radial Class. 
Following on from 2008, 
where the 29er was equipment 
for the Boys’ and Girls’ Two 
Person Dinghy events, in 
Brazil this year the 420 returns 
to the Youth Worlds fold. 
The 2008 Optimist World 
champion Raul Rios and crew 
Antonio Sifre Torren and 
Tyler Rice and Billy Gibbons 
sailed the boys 420 class. 

Racing Day One and Two: 

Four races had been 
completed across all seven 
events, with a scheduled seven 
remaining. All competitors 
had the opportunity to attend 
the first post-race debrief 
hosted by ISAF Coach 
Santiago Lange (ARG). As 
a double Olympic medallist 
and veteran of America’s 
Cup and Volvo Ocean Race 
campaigns, the Argentinean 
is one of the biggest stars 
of South American sailing, 
but is looking forward to 
taking up this new challenge. 
He reminded everyone in 
his post-race debriefing,

America’s Cups and more. 

Final results: 

In the Girls’ Laser fleet, 
Singapore’s Elizabeth Yin 


is the new leader, she felt 
completely at home in the light 
and shifty winds. Anne-Marie 
Rindom from Denmark took 
Silver and Mathilde Kerangat 
brought home the Bronze for 
France. Mimi Roller sailed 
twice in the top ten again and 
finished at a respectable 14th 
place overall. Philipine van 
Aanholt who already has a 
World title in the Splash class 
last year ended up at 25. Alec 
Anderson from the tiny island 
Tortola showed the world 
that kids from the Caribbean 
know how to sail by finishing 
an impressive seventh at his 
last Youth Worlds. The boys’ 
Laser event was won by Sam 
Meech from New Zealand. At 
his first ISAF Youth Worlds 15 
year old Ard van Aanholt from 
Curasao showed potential and 
class by scoring a 29th overall 
among 53 talented young 
sailors. In the 420 Boys class 
Tyler Rice and Billy Gibbons 
scored a 28 overall and Raul 
Rios and Antonio Sifre Torren 
from Puerto Rico finished 26th 
in a fleet of 31 boats. 

In the battle for the Volvo 
Trophy, the prize for top 
nation was awarded to France, 
followed by Great Britain and 
Italy. Next year the prestigious 
ISAF Youth Worlds will be 
held in Turkey and provides 
a new chance for the worlds 
best youth sailors to show 
their progress.Q

Environmental Assessment 
Workshop for territories 


At an Overseas Countries and 
Territories Association (OCTA) 
sponsored workshop last April in 
Brussels, Belgium, Sustainable 
Development Coordinator Lisa- 
Ann Hurlston-McKenzie shared 
with other Caribbean territories 
the Cayman Islands’ experience 
with implementing current 
EIA procedures, a government 
release has revealed. Hurlston- 
McKenzie’s presentation on 
“The EIA Process in the Draft 
National Conservation Law 
of the Cayman Islands”, she 
explained how the proposed 
EIA process would essentially 
codify existing informal 
arrangements with various 
approval authorities, and the 
manner by which triggers 
- such as locations and project 
types - would initiate the EIA 
process. 

“The two-tiered system would 
afford better environmental 
scrutiny of land-based and 
coastal works applications, 
plans and policies but would 
not necessarily result in full 
EIA studies carried out for all 
such proposals,” commented 
Hurlston-McKenzie. “Where 
full EIAs are not required, the 
National Conservation Council 
would recommend conditions 
of approval for which the 
authorizing agency (such as 
Central Planning Authority, 
Development Control Board 
or Cabinet) would have to 
consider when granting final 
permission under existing 
approval processes.” 

The workshop focused 
on Environmental Impact 
Assessments (EIA) and 
Strategic Environmental 

Assessments (SEA). These two 
methodologies describe systems 
of incorporating environmental 
considerations into policies, 
plans and programmes, and 
the government release says 
reports which follow the event 
indicate that shared concerns 
and solutions should have 


significant long-term benefits 
for all involved. 

The OCTA is comprised of 
17 countries and territories 
associated with four major 
European Union (EU) Member 
states, and incorporates 
the Caribbean’s Dutch and 
English-speaking territories. 
There were 49 conference 
participants from countries 
throughout the hemisphere 
- from Greenland to Bonaire. 
Their respective environmental 
and developmental situations 
were especially relevant in 
discussions of symbiotic goals 
and plans. 

The Cayman Islands was 
represented by a four-member 
contingent of Deputy Chief 
Officer for the Ministry of 
Environment Samuel Rose, 
Planning Director Kenneth 
Ebanks and DOE representatives 
Research Officer II Joni 
Kirkconnell and Hurlston- 
McKenzie. 

Reporting on the Brussels 
event, OCTA states that some 
recommendations coming out 
of it included ‘possibilities for 
capacity-building and training 
of OCT officials dealing with 
El A/SEA matters’, noting 
that this would ‘help facilitate 
sustainable development... 
and create a framework for 
incorporating environmental 
issues within the economic and 
political decision-making in 
the OCTs.’ To this end, regular 
meetings are already being 
planned. 

The organisation further states 
that it was ‘pleased with the 
great success due to the high 
amount of participants and the 
values of the knowledge and 
information made available and 
shared.’ 

“It is encouraging to know that 
Cayman is on the right track, 
generally, and not inconsistent 
with international practices,” 
said Rose. From a perspective 
of local policy development, 


he reports: “It was always clear 
that we need improvement in the 
process of our environmental 
impact assessments. This is part 
of Cayman’s Draft Conservation 
Bill, and it would benefit all 
stakeholders - developers, the 
people, and the environment - if 
the process is clear and consistent 
with international best-practice. 
Credible developers are 
accustomed to transparent and 
fair EIA processes, with relative 
timeframes for involvement of 
government agencies.” 
Speaking of the experience 
of the Brussels conference, 
Rose acknowledged that 
there are differences in the 
application of environmental 
impact assessments amongst 
the English, Dutch and French 
territories. “While there are 
advantages and disadvantages in 
each approach, there is no single 
‘right way’ and it was useful to 
develop new perspectives.” 
Kirkconnell emphasised this 
position, stating, “Each country 
is unique and therefore the 
process needs to be tailored 
based on the country’s needs.” 
She added that having the 
opportunity to meet and discuss 
the process with the OCTs helped 
with this tailoring process, and 
“provided abetter understanding 
of SEAs and the realization that 
when it comes to environmental 
impact assessments, there is 
no ‘one size fits all’ solution.” 
The Director of Planning stated 
that, “Even though there are 
major differences between 
the countries and territories, 
the workshop reinforced the 
position that we share some 
common challenges, and also 
numerous opportunities. From 
these we have the ability 
to create territory-specific 
communities that improve the 
quality of life and experiences 
for all.” 

Ebanks noted that networking 
with participants also increased 
opportunities for collaboration 



in areas of technical expertise 
or “lessons learnt”. “For 
example, Greenland is going 
through the planning process 
for what will probably be the 
world’s largest aluminum 
smelting plant. Bonaire is 
developing a land-use plan. 
If Cayman received a similar 
development application, 
or experienced a particular 
impediment with our land 
use plan, we could consult 
with those counterparts. We 
would not have to follow their 
processes, but could select what 
is applicable locally.” 

Stating that he is looking 
forward to receiving the revised 
SEA template so that it can be 
modified to local use, Ebanks 
concluded that, “Engaging in 
the SEA exercise was very 
useful as this tool could be 
utilised to predict unanticipated 
environmental problems as a 
result of aparticular programme, 
policy or plan.” 

Concluding, Policy Analyst in 
the Cabinet Office Christina 
Rowlandson clarified that 
this conference was the 
third segment of the OCTA 
Sustainable Development 
Conference Programme for 
civil servants in the OCTs. 

“The programme, designed 
to address necessary issues 
concerning the environment 
and the challenges of climate 
change, has also dealt with 
waste management and water 
sanitation, as well as sustainable 
energy policy,” she said. “The 
conferences will facilitate 
future policies and actions and 
enhance networking among 


public sector leaders.” 

The event was funded by the 
EC Technical Cooperation 
Facility and supported by 
leaders of the OCTA Ministerial 
Conference, in particular 
OCTA’s Executive Committee, 
Saint-Pierre et Miquelon, and 
the Cayman Islands. OCTA 
and the EC regularly brings 
professionals from OCTs 
together at major conferences, 
at which the networking 
and presentations facilitate 
the sharing of information, 
knowledge and expertise. 

Laurens Wamink of the 
Netherland Antilles is OCTA’s 
president and chairman of 
the executive committee. The 
Cayman Islands chaired OCTA 
during 2008. The Overseas 
Countries and Territories 
Association (OCTA) comprises 
17 members: Anguilla, Aruba, 
British Virgin Islands, Cayman 
Islands, Falkland Islands, 
French Polynesia, Greenland, 
Mayotte, Montserrat,

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MSF: AIDS drug shortage threatens Africa

CAPE TOWN, South Africa 
- Doctors Without Borders 
warned on Saturday that a 
chronic shortage of drugs 
to treat AIDS in six African 
countries could cost thousands 
of lives and reverse progress 
made on the continent most 
afflicted by the disease. 

In recent weeks, some clinics 
have stopped accepting new 
patients, Eric Goemaere, 
medical coordinator in South 
Africa of the organization, 
which is also known by its 
French abbreviation MSF, told 
The Associated Press. 

He said apathy of governments, 
donors and the organizations 
they work with, as well as the 
global economic crisis, were 
to blame. 

“There’s no doubt people will 
die as a consequence. It’s a 
catastrophe in the making,” 
Goemaere said before 


the opening of a four-day 
international AIDS conference 
in Cape Town. 

A newsletter for the 
conference said, “Amidst a 
lingering global recession 
and reports that world 
leaders are retreating on prior 
commitments, the 5,000 AIDS 
researchers, implementers and 
community leaders gathering 
in Cape Town this weekend 
are determined to raise their 
collective voices.” 

The conference president, Dr. 
Julio Montaner of the Geneva- 
based International AIDS 
Society, added, “Either we 
move forward or we will fall 
back. That is the reality we 
face at this pivotal moment in 
HIV scale-up.” 

The countries affected are 
Zimbabwe, Uganda, Congo, 
Malawi, Guinea and South 
Africa, with the last suffering 
the highest rate of AIDS 
infection in the world. 


At the end of 2007, 33 million 
people worldwide were living 
with HIV, according to the 
World Health Organization. 
Two-thirds of them live in 
sub-Saharan Africa. 

The Global Fund to Fight 
AIDS, Tuberculosis and 
Malaria, which provides a 
quarter of all international 
financing to fight AIDS across 
the world, has not received 
$3 billion to $4 billion in 
promised funding, according 
to Mit Philips of the MSF 
research center in Brussels. 
“Some countries have 
committed but have not paid 
and there’s a lot of uncertainty 
at an international level 
whether the Global Fund will 
get the money it needs,” she 
said in a telephone interview. 
The fund has already slashed 
10 percent from grants already 
approved last year, Philips 
said. 

The fund’s Web site says that, 
since its creation in 2002, it 
has approved $15.6 billion for 
more than 572 programs 140 
countries. 

In addition, Philips said, 
there has been no promised 
increased in funds from the 
U.S. President’s Emergency 
Plan for AIDS Relief, a pet 
project of President George 
W. Bush that is credited with 
saving millions of lives. 

On the campaign trail, 
President Barack Obama 
promised to expand the 
program by a billion dollars a 
year. But Philips said funding 
has remained flat. Goemaere 
said organizations using the 
project’s funds in Uganda 
have been told to stop taking 
on new patients. □ 
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South Africa tests AIDS vaccine

CAPE TOWN, South Africa - South Africa is launching 
clinical trials of two AIDS vaccines its researchers developed in 
collaboration with U.S. experts, a major step for a developing 
country where political leaders once shocked the world with 
their unscientific pronouncements about the disease. 

Trials to test the safety in humans of the vaccines begin this 
month on 36 healthy volunteers, Anthony Mbewu, president 
of South Africa’s government-supported Medical Research 
Council, said in an interview Sunday. Mbewu’s respected 
organization shepherded the project. 

A trial of 12 volunteers in the United States began earlier this 
year. Mbewu said the vaccine was designed at the University of 
Cape Town with technical help from the U.S. National Institutes 
of Health, which also manufactured the vaccine. 

Dr. Anthony Fauci, director of the U.S. National Institute of 
Allergy and Infectious Disease and a leading AIDS researcher, 
was in South Africa for the launch. 

During nearly 10 years of denial and neglect, South Africa 
developed a staggering AIDS crisis. Around 5.2 million South 
Africans were living with HIV last year — the highest number 
of any country in the world. Young women are hardest hit, with 
one-third of those aged 20 to 34 infected with the virus. 

In 1999, the ministries of health and of science and technology 
founded the vaccine initiative and poured 250 million rand into 
it over nearly 10 years. 

Some 250 scientists and technicians worked on the project, 
along the way gaining scores of doctorates and producing work 
for professional publications as well as a model for continued 
biotechnology development in South Africa. 

The government decided it was important to develop a vaccine 
specifically for the HIV subtype C strain that is prevalent in 
southern Africa “and to ensure that once developed, it would be 
available at an affordable price,” Mbewu said. 

“We have the biggest problem” in the world, Mbewu said on the 
sidelines of an international AIDS conference in Cape Town. 
“Every emerging country is trying, wants to develop their own 
capacity to design and develop vaccines — Brazil, Korea,” 
Mbewu said. 

But the South Africans are the first to reach the clinical trial 
stage, though years of testing will be needed. 

The field of AIDS vaccine research is so filled with 
disappointments some activists are questioning the wisdom 
of continuing such expensive investments, saying the money 
might be better spent on prevention and education. 

Mbewu said the crisis in South Africa more than justifies 
the expenditure. “With 5.2 million already infected and with 
hundreds getting infected every day despite all the condom 
distribution and behavioral education programs, we know that a 
vaccine really is what we need,” he said.Q 
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Banks report using govt, assistance for loans

WASHINGTON - The 
internal watchdog overseeing 
the government’s financial 
bailout is pressing Treasury to 
seek more information from 
banks that receive taxpayer 
assistance, brandishing his own 
bank survey as evidence that 
such data can be obtained. 
More than eight out of 10 banks 
respondingto Speciallnspector 
General Neil Barofsky’s 
survey said money they 
received from the government 
had been used for loans or to 
avoid reduced lending. Fewer 
than a third of the 360 banks 
surveyed said their lending 
levels would have been lower 
without money from the $700 
billion Troubled Asset Relief 
Program. Banks also reported 
using the money to provide 
additional cushions of capital 
or to buy other institutions. 
The law that created the bailout 
fund did not require banks to 
segregate the government’s 
assistance or to track how it 
was used, though Congress’ 
intent was to increase loans, 
either directly or by unclogging 
credit markets. But there is no 
process in place to make sure 
the money is specifically used 


to boost lending and there are 
no consequences for banks 
that don’t use it to that end. 
Treasury’s top official in 
charge of the program 
minimized the significance of 
Barofsky’s survey, saying few 
conclusions could be drawn 
from the data. 

“Although it might be tempting 
to do so, it is not possible to 
say that investment of TARP 
dollars resulted in particular 
loans, investments or other 
activities by the recipient,” 
Assistant Treasury Secretary 
Herbert Allison wrote in 
response to the Barofsky’s 
audit. 

Treasury conducts its own, 
more limited lending survey 
of 21 large banks. In its 
latest survey, released on 
Wednesday, Treasury reported 
that outstanding loan balances 
were flat in May and that the 
banks reported modest growth 
in new loan originations. 

Even Barofsky cautioned that 
in his survey banks did not 
quantify the amount of new 
lending or the incremental 
difference in lending 
attributable to the bailout 
funds. As a result, Barofsky 
said there was not enough data 
to obtain an aggregate amount 
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of new lending caused by the 
taxpayer infusions. 

But Barofsky said banks 
receiving infusions are likely 
to budget how they would 
use the money and be able to 
indicate generally what the 
bank was able to do that it 
would not have done without 
the assistance. 

“Treasury’s decision to reject 
this information just because 
the bank may not be able to 
trace the exact dollars ignores 
this common sense view,” 
Barofsky wrote in his report, 
being released Monday. 

It recommended that Treasury 
require bailout recipients to 
submit periodic reports on 
their use of the TARP money 
and to detail actions they took 
that they would have been 
unable to undertake without 
the government aid. 


The exchange illustrates 
continuing tensions between 
Treasury officials and 
Barofsky, whose position was 
mandated by Congress when it 
approved the massive program 
last fall. While Treasury 
has applied some previous 
Barofsky suggestions, the 
inspector general and Treasury 
have clashed in the past over 
access to certain data and 
over Treasury’s reluctance to 
collect data from all banks. 
Barofsky’s survey covered 364 
financial institutions that had 
completed funding agreements 
with Treasury through Jan. 
31. As of last month, the 
Treasury has provided about 
$330 billion to more than 
600 financial institutions 
from the TARP through a 
capital purchase program. 
TARP has also been used to 


pump billions of dollars into 
the insurance conglomerate 
American International Group 
and to automakers General 
Motors and Chrysler. 

Some banks have paid the 
government back and Treasury 
says it has about $127 billion 
available in the fund. 
Thirty-two of the institutions 
surveyed by Barofsky have 
since repaid the government, 
including Goldman Sachs, 
Morgan Stanley, State Street, 
JPMorgan Chase, and Bank of 
New York Mellon. 

Many banks submitted the data 
under claims of confidentiality. 
Barofsky, in his report, said he 
was reviewing those claims 
and intended to make the 
responses — with redactions 
where legally necessary 
— public sometime next

LOS ANGELES - Harry 
Potter continues to work box- 
office alchemy, turning his 
latest movie adventure into an 
overnight blockbuster. 

The sixth installment, “Harry 
Potter and the Half-Blood 
Prince,” took in $79.5 million 
domestically over opening 
weekend and $159.7 million 
since debuting last Wednesday, 
according to estimates from 
distributor Warner Bros, on 
Sunday. 

The movie also took in 
$237 million overseas since 
Wednesday in 54 countries, 
bringing its worldwide total to 
$396.7 million. 

With some of the best reviews 
of any “Harry Potter” movie, 
“Half-Blood Prince” was off 
to the fastest overall start in 
franchise history. 

The sixth movie about the 
young wizard came in $20 
million ahead of the last movie, 
“Harry Potter and the Order of 
the Phoenix,” which grossed 
$139.7 million domestically 
in its first five days two years 
ago. 

The new film had the second- 
highest start ever for a movie 
premiering on Wednesday, 
trailing the $200 million five- 
day opening for last month’s 
“Transformers: Revenge of 
the Fallen.” 

“Half-Blood Prince” already 
has surpassed the $157.3 
million “Order of the Phoenix” 


pulled in during its entire 
first week. By the end of its 
seventh day Tuesday, “Half- 
Blood Prince” will be in the 
$180 million range on its way 
to becoming the franchise’s 
first $300 million domestic 
smash since the original 
movie, 200l’s “Harry Potter 
and the Sorcerer’s Stone,” said 
Dan Fellman, Warner head of 
distribution. 

The audience was a bit older 
for the new movie, with more 
elder teens turning out to see 
Harry (Daniel Radcliffe) and 
pals Hermione (Emma Watson) 
and Ron (Rupert Grint) as they 
deal with adult concerns such 
as heartache, jealousy and 
romantic triangles. 

Fans have grown up with the 
franchise, from young readers 
whose parents had to debate 
whether the early movies 
might be too intense for their 
children to see. 

“When the first movie came 
out, they fought to go. The 
mother was like, well, should 
I take them, should I not take 
them?” Fellman said. “Now 
they’re driving themselves to 
this and going to the midnight 
show.” 

Sacha Baron Cohen’s mock 
documentary “Bruno” 

plummeted after its No. 1 debut 
the previous weekend. The 
Universal Pictures comedy 
fell to fourth-place with $8.4 
million, down a whopping 73 
percent from its $30.6 million 
opening. 


Crowd-pleasing movies 
typically dip 50 percent or 
less in their second weekends. 
But “Bruno” has had mixed 
reviews and failed to earn the 
audience buzz that made a 
$128 million hit out of Baron 
Cohen’s 2006 comedy “Borat: 
Cultural Learnings of America 
for Make Benefit Glorious 
Nation of Kazakhstan.” 

After 10 days in release, 
“Bruno” has climbed to $49.6 
million and willfinishfarbelow 
$100 million domestically. 
While “Harry Potter” had a 
healthy start, the overall box 
office plunged compared to 
the same weekend last year, 
when the Batman juggernaut 
“The Dark Knight” had its 
record opening weekend of 
$158.4 million. 

The top-12 movies this 
weekend combined for less 
than that, taking in $153.9 
million, down 39 percent from 
a year ago. 

“We got kind of slaughtered 
even with the Totter’ 
movie, but we knew that was 
going to happen,” said Paul 
Dergarabedian, box-office 
analyst for Hollywood.com.

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Officials: Health care prapasal a work in progress

WASHINGTON (AP) — Administration 
officials defended President Barack 
Obama’s broad health care proposals on 
Sunday and urged a skeptical public not 
to judge the Democrats’ overhaul until 
Congress writes a final version. 

Facing independent budget predictions 
that contradict the White House’s rhetoric, 
officials sought to refute Republican 
objections to massive changes in how 
Americans receive health care. They 
emphasized that Congress has not yet 
settled on an outline for health care 
legislation and reiterated Obama’s desire 
for a bipartisan approach. 

“This is a work in progress,” Health and 
Human Services Secretary Kathleen 
Sebelius said, trying to calm nervous 
lawmakers whose re-elections could 
hinge on the legislation. “More will 


be done. The House and the Senate are 
committed to working with the president 
to get this done.” 

The United States is the only developed 
nation that does not have a comprehensive 
national health care plan for all its 
citizens, and Obama campaigned on a 
promise to offer affordable health care 
to all Americans. However, the recession 
and a deepening budget deficit have made 
it difficult to win support for costly new 
programs. 

“The House has one approach. We put 
forward a different approach. The Senate 
is considering yet more options,” White 
House budget director Peter Orszag said. 
“The key thing is we need to get there in 
a way that is deficit neutral.” 

Paying for the health care plan remains 
the major challenge, underscored by a 
nonpartisan Congressional Budget Office 
report that emerging House legislation 


would increase deficits by $239 billion 
over a decade. 

“I don’t follow why we’ve got to spend 
another $1.5 trillion to $2 trillion, most 
people estimate, on top of the $2.5 trillion 
we’re already spending in this country 
and yet still have, under one estimate, 
at least 33 million people without health 
insurance,” said Republican Sen. Orrin 
Hatch. “I mean, these are things that are 
real serious problems.” 

Democrats insisted the budget analysis 
ignores savings and Obama’s pledge not 
to add red ink to the federal ledger. 

“It’s clear that they’re working with 
different assumptions than the White 
House and the Congress is,” said Rep. 
Charlie Rangel, the chairman of the 
House tax-writing committee. 

Even so, the politics of adding to the 
deficit or raising taxes is tricky.

HAILEY, Idaho (AP) — 
Friends and family of an 
American soldier who was 
captured in Afghanistan 
prayed for his safe return 
Sunday, shaken by the image 
of the frightened young 
private in a Taliban video 
posted online. 

Pfc. Bowe R. Bergdahl, 23, 
was serving with an Alaska- 
based infantry regiment 
earlier this month when he 
vanished, just five months 
after arriving in Afghanistan. 
He was serving at a base near 
the border with Pakistan in an 
area known to be a Taliban 
stronghold. 

Bergdahl is from Hailey, a 
town of about 7,000 people 
in central Idaho where he 
worked as a barista and was 
active in ballet. A sign hangs 
in the window of Zaney’s 
River Street Coffee House 
says “Get Bowe Back,” 
and a message inside asked 
customers to “Join all of us at 
Zaney’s holding light for our 
friend.” 


Bergdahl’s family issued 
a statement asking people 
to keep the soldier in their 
thoughts and prayers, but told 
The Associated Press that the 
family was requesting media 
respect their privacy. 
Neighbors and others in the 
community have known for 
weeks that Bergdahl had been 


captured, but said the family 
urged them not to talk about 
the kidnapping out of fear that 
publicity would compromise 
his safety. Idaho Gov. C.L. 
“Butch” Otter told the AP that 
he had been working to keep 
the soldier’s name quiet until 
it was officially released.

Israel rejects U.S. call 
to halt Jerusalem project

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel on Sunday rejected a U.S. 
demand to suspend a planned housing project in east Jerusalem, 
threatening to further complicate an unusually tense standoff 
with its strongest ally over settlement construction. 

Israeli officials said the country’s ambassador to Washington, 
Michael Oren, was summoned to the State Department over 
the weekend and told that a project made up of 20 apartments 
developed by an American millionaire should not go ahead. 
Settlements built on captured lands claimed by the Palestinians 
have emerged as a major sticking point in relations between 
Israel and the Obama administration because of their potential 
to disrupt Mideast peacemaking.

on a remote gravel county road. 
The humble home has a metal 
roof and several outbuildings, 
and vehicles parked in front. 
The family has chained and 
locked the front gate, and a 
small cardboard sign says: 
“No visitors.” Neighbors are 
abiding by the family’s wishes 
not to comment on the record 
about Bergdahl’s capture, but 
described the 23-year-old as an 
“adventurous” soul who was 
educated at home, danced ballet 
and took part in a sport fencing 
club, the Sun Valley Swords. 
One of the directors of the Sun 
Valley Ballet School in Ketchum 
said Bergdahl performed with 
the group for four or five years 
until about 2008. 

“He’s athletic,” Jill Brennan 
said. “He just had a knack for it. 
He’s a wonderful young man.” 
In the 28-minute video, 
Bergdahl said he was “scared 
I won’t be able to go home.” 
He said he was lagging behind 


a patrol when he was captured, 
which conflicts with earlier 
military accounts that indicated 
he walked off the base with 
three Afghans. 

It wasn’t clear who initially 
captured Bergdahl, but the U.S. 
command in Afghanistan said 
he was being held by the Taliban 
and condemned the video as a 
violation of international law. 
“I’m glad to see he appears 
unharmed, but again, this is a 
Taliban propaganda video,” 
spokeswoman Lt. Cmdr. 
Christine Sidenstricker said. 
“They are exploiting the soldier 
in violation of international 
law.” 

With a shaved head and dressed 
in a nondescript, gray outfit, 
Bergdahl was shown eating 
at one point and sitting cross- 
legged. He choked up when 
discussing his family and his 
hope to marry his girlfriend. 

“I have a very, very good 
family that I love back home in 


America,” Bergdahl said. 

The Pentagon identified his 
hometown as Ketchum, which 
is about half the size of Hailey 
and about 12 miles north. His 
family says he grew up in Blaine 
County, closer to Hailey. 

Hailey is a mix of a working- 
class community and resort 
town, just down the road 
from upscale Sun Valley, 
a ski resort that’s home to 
celebrities including Arnold 

Schwarzenegger, Tom Hanks 
and Sen. John Kerry. Bruce 
Willis maintains a vacation 
home in the area and owns local 
businesses. 

Bergdahl is a member of 1st 

Battalion, 5 01 st Parachute 

Infantry Regiment, 4th 

Brigade Combat Team, 25th 
Infantry Division, based at Fort 
Richardson, Alaska. 

He entered the Army in June 
2008 and was trained in Fort 
Benning, Georgia, said Lt. Col. 
Jonathan Allen, spokesman 
for Fort Richardson. Bergdahl 
reported for duty in Alaska 
in October, and deployed to 
Afghanistan in February. 

In the video, Bergdahl said 
the date was July 14; it’s clear 
the video was made no earlier 
because Bergdahl repeated 
an exaggerated Taliban claim 
about a Ukrainian helicopter 
that was shot down that day. 

He was interviewed in English 
and asked his views on the 
war, which he called extremely 
hard; his desire to learn more 
about Islam; and the morale of 
American soldiers, which he 
said was low. □

SAN FRANCISCO (AP)— 
The operator of a light-rail 
train that crashed and injured 
dozens of passengers in 
San Francisco came under 
scrutiny Sunday as federal 
investigators tried to figure 
out why he inexplicably 
turned off the automatic 
controls moments before 
the collision. 

National Transportation 
Safety Board investigator 
Ted Turpin did not know 
why the operator switched 
the controls from automatic 
to manual in a tunnel near 
the West Portal Station. 

Had he kept the autopilot on, 
the train would have slowed 
down before arriving at 


the station and likely not 
careened into a parked train 
while going 23 mph, Turpin 
said. He added that the 
operator never engaged the 
emergency brake. 

The crash injured 48 people, 
four seriously, in the latest 
in a series of commuter train 
wrecks in recent months in 
the U.S. None of the injuries 
were life-threatening. 

Two Los Angeles-based 
NTSB investigators are 
working with transit 
officials to interview 
passengers, witnesses 
and focus on assessing 
the condition of the train 
tracks, signal systems and 
the structural integrity of 
the train cars involved. 
Also, investigators had not 


finished looking at whether 
the signaling system played 
a role. 

The driver was hospitalized 
after the crash and a drug 
test had been administered, 
which is standard procedure 
for crashes. 

Investigators will also be 
looking at whether cell 
phone use played a factor 
in the crash, as is standard 
in all train accident 
investigations, Turpin said. 
The crash is the fourth major 
U.S. subway or commuter 
rail accident in the last 10 
months. 

In September, a commuter 
rail train crashed with a 
freight rail in Los Angeles 
and 25 people died. The 
crash was blamed on an 


engineer on the commuter 
rail texting on a cell 
phone. About 50 people 
were injured in Boston in 
May when a trolley rear- 
ended another trolley. 
The conductor admitted 
to texting when the crash 
took place. And last month, 
a subway train rear-ended 


another in Washington 
during rush hour, killing 
nine people. 

The light rail is part of a 
mass-transit system that 
carries more than 200 
million passengers a year in 
San Francisco, including on 
the city’s famous street cars 
and trolleys.□

Obama officials have 
refused to rule out a tax on 
the wealthiest Americans 
and oppose a tax on 
employer-provided health 
care benefits.

House officials grudgingly 
accept that such a timetable 
— which has shifted from 
being a demand to more of 
a goal — might force them 
into policy compromises. 
“What we have said is 
this bill has to be deficit 
neutral,” said Orszag, a 
former top budget chief for 
Congress. “We think there 
are better ways of obtaining 
additional revenue, and we 
have to let this legislative 


process play out.” 

But it won’t come cheap. 
That means increased taxes 
and political opposition. 
Republicans paint Obama’s 
proposals as a massive 
tax that would leave small 
businesses wounded, 
employers shifting away 
from private plans toward 
a government-based 

system, and workers 
without coverage. Some 
GOP members have 
also cautioned that the 
legislation could fund 
abortions, a fear crucial to 
the social conservatives 
who hold sway inside the 


Republican Party and a 
proposition Orszag would 
not rule out. 

A key Republican, 
however, warned his party 
not to scuttle health care 
legislation over abortion. 
“No matter what your 
views are on abortion, 
you shouldn’t ask people 
to use their tax dollars if 
they think that abortion 
is taking a life,” said Sen. 
Judd Gregg. “I would hate 
to see the health care debate 
go down over that issue. 
... Hopefully we won’t get 
ourselves wrapped around 
the wheel of abortion in this 
debate.” 

Obama’s advisers have 
argued that overhauling 
health care is vital to 
the nation’s long-term 
economic recovery. 

About 50 million of 
America’s 300 million 
people are without health 
insurance. The government 
provides coverage for the 
poor and elderly, but most 
Americans rely on private 
insurance, usually received 
through their employers. 
However, not all employers 
provide insurance and not 
everyone can afford to buy 
it. With unemployment 
rising, many Americans are 
losing their health insurance 
when they lose their jobs. 
The insurance industry, 
which fought President 
Bill Clinton’s health care 
effort in 1993 and 1994, 


is beginning to run its first 
TV ads of this year’s health 
care fight. 

The multimillion-dollar 
campaign, being aired 
nationally on cable stations, 
restates the industry’s 
support for an overhaul that 
provides universal coverage 
and its offer to cover people 
who are already sick. 
The ad campaign, which 
starts Monday, does not 
mention the insurers’ strong 
opposition to creating a 
government-run insurance 
option. 

Seeking to prod colleagues, 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 
wrote an essay for 
Newsweek magazine about 
the policy that has guided 
his decades in the Senate. 
“Unless we act now, within 
a few years, 55 million 
Americans could be left 
without coverage even as 
the economy recovers,” 
wrote the Massachusetts 
Democrat, who is being 
treated for brain cancer. 
“All Americans should be 
required to have insurance. 
For those who can’t afford 
the premiums, we can 
provide subsidies.” 

Sebelius appeared on 
NBC’s “Meet the Press.” 
Orszag spoke with “Fox 
News Sunday” and CNN’s 
“State of the Union.” Hatch 
and Rangel appeared on 
CBS’ “Face the Nation.”

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Friend: Slain woman, accused husband had split

FAYETTEVILLE, Tenn. - A 
southern Tennessee woman 
and her husband, who is 
accused of killing her and five 
other people in two states, had 
been having marital troubles 
and were not living together, 
a man who says he knew the 
couple told The Associated 
Press on Sunday. 

Jacob Shaffer, 30, faces six 
counts of homicide. His wife, 
38-year-old Traci Shaffer, 
her son, Devin Brooks, and 
neighbor, Robert Berber, both 
16, were found dead Saturday in 
her home in rural Fayetteville, 
said Tennessee Bureau of 
Investigation spokeswoman 
Kristin Helm. The bodies of 
Traci Shaffer’s brother, Chris 
Hall, 34, and father Billy Hall, 
57, were found in a home 
across the road. Jacob Shaffer 
is also accused in a killing at 
a business in Huntsville, Ala., 
about 30 miles south. 

The Shaffers were no longer 
sharing a home but had not 
filed for separation, said 29- 
year-old James Wilson, who 
was gathering belongings 
from Traci’s home in Lincoln 
County. He said he is the 


boyfriend of Shaffer’s sister, 
Jennifer. 

The Shaffers had a 4-year- 
old daughter, and Wilson said 
police told him the girl was 
home during the killings but 
wasn’t hurt. Wilson told the 
AP that he met Jacob Shaffer 
when they were installing 
drywall, but they had stopped 
being friends about a year and 
a half ago. 

Shaffer was still installing 
drywall around Huntsville, 
and Billy Hall had been 
driving him back and forth to 
work before the couple split, 
Wilson said. The sixth victim 
was found at Hall Cultured 
Marble Granite, which Hall’s 
family owns, Wilson said. The 
business was closed Sunday. 
“Her dad done everything he 
could for Jacob,” Wilson said. 
“I have no idea why he walked 
across the street to her daddy 
and her brother. 

Her daddy never done anything 
wrong.” 

Helm said Shaffer’s motive 
was domestic, but authorities 
have not released a chronology 
of the killings or many details, 
including how the six died. 
Wilson said the couple had 
“gotten into it” as far as

fighting, but he never would 
have expected such violence. 
“As far as seeing him do 
something like this, you just 
can’t see it,” Wilson said. 
Traci’s slain son and a 9-year- 
old daughter, who wasn’t 
home during the killings, were 
from a previous relationship, 
Wilson said. 

Jacob Shaffer of Fayetteville 
was being held without bond 
at the Lincoln County Jail and 
no lawyer for him was listed. 
Lincoln County Sheriff 
Murray Blackwelder said 
Saturday that his department 
was investigating three 
crime scenes and would not 
confirm the causes of death in 
what he called “horrendous” 
killings and “one of the worst 
crimes Lincoln County has 
seen.” Autopsies were being 
performed Sunday and Wilson 
said police wouldn’t tell him 
how the family was killed. 
Helm said the family 
members died Friday night 
or early Saturday and that 
Jacob Shaffer was sitting 
on the porch of one of the 
houses when authorities first 
arrived. Huntsville police 
said information from him 
led them to the body at the 


granite business. They have 
not released the name of the 
sixth victim. 

At Lincoln Memorial 
Presbyterian Church, just up 
the road from the crime scenes, 
members discussed what little 
they knew about the killings. 
“It sent cold chills down my 
spine,” Mary Jane Thompson 
said of the deaths about four 
miles from her home. 

Killing two teenagers was 
especially difficult for her to 
understand. 

“I don’t see why anybody 
would want to kill children,” 
Thompson said. “It’s just so 


sad.” 

A neighbor said the family had 
moved into the homes earlier 
this year. Children’s toys lay 
in the yard of one after police 
finished investigating near the 
town of 7,000 people about 
90 miles south of Nashville 
near the Tennessee-Alabama 
border. 

Wilson refused a request to 
talk to Traci Shaffer’s sister, 
saying she was devasted by 
the loss. 

“She’s not handling it and 
I can’t blame her,” he said. 
“What can you say to someone 
who has lost everybody?”^

Although Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu recently 
yielded to heavy U.S. pressure 
to endorse the establishment 
of a Palestinian state, he has 
resisted American demands 
for an immediate freeze on 
settlement expansion. 

On Sunday, Netanyahu told 
his Cabinet there would be no 
limits on Jewish construction 
anywhere in “unified 
Jerusalem.” 

“We cannot accept the fact 
that Jews wouldn’t be entitled 
to live and buy anywhere 
in Jerusalem,” Netanyahu 
declared, calling Israeli 
sovereignty over the entire 
city “indisputable.” 

“I can only imagine what 
would happen if someone 
suggested Jews could not live 
in certain neighborhoods in 
New York, London, Paris or 
Rome. There would certainly 
be a major international 
outcry,” Netanyahu said. 

The international 

community considers Jewish 
neighborhoods in east 
Jerusalem to be settlements 
and an obstacle to Israeli- 
Palestinian peacemaking 
because they complicate a 
possible division of the city. 
Israel does not regard them 
as settlements because it 
annexed east Jerusalem after 
capturing the area in 1967. 
The annexation has not been 
recognized internationally. 
East Jerusalem is an especially 
volatile issue because it is the 
site of key Jewish, Christian 
and Muslim holy sites. 
The Palestinians want the 


traditionally Arab sector of the 
city to be the capital of their 
future state. 

Speaking Sunday in New 
Delhi, U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton said 
the administration was trying 
to reach an agreement with the 
Israelis on settlements. “The 
negotiations are intense. They 
are ongoing,” she said. 

Nearly 300,000 Israelis live 
in West Bank settlements, 
in addition to about 180,000 
Israelis living in Jewish 
neighborhoods in east 
Jerusalem. 

The new Jerusalem project 
is being funded by Irving 
Moskowitz, a millionaire 
bingo magnate from Florida 
and supporter of Israeli 
settlement in east Jerusalem 
who has funded similar 
construction projects in the 
past. Moskowitz purchased 
the Shepherd Hotel in 1985 
and plans to tear it down and 
build apartments in its place. 
The approval, granted by 
the Jerusalem municipality 
earlier this month, allows 
for the construction of 20 
apartments plus a three-level 
underground parking lot. 
The Jerusalem municipality 
issued a statement saying the 
purchase was legal. 

Also at the Cabinet meeting, 
the head of Israel’s Shin Bet 
internal security service, Yuval 
Diskin, said both the Western- 
backed administration 

of Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas and the 
militant Islamic Hamas were 
carrying out “covert activity” 
in east Jerusalem to stop Jews 
acquiring property there. 


An official present at the 
meeting, speaking on condition 
of anonymity in line with 
Cabinet rules, did not elaborate 
on what the activity entailed 
but quoted Diskin as saying 
that hardline Egyptian cleric 
Sheik Youssef al-Qaradawi 
earmarked $25 million to be 
funneled to Hamas activists in 
Jerusalem. Al-Qaradawi is a 
well-known figure in the Arab 
world and a regular on the 
satellite Al-Jazeera network. 
Diskin told the Cabinet that 
the money was to be used 
by Hamas to buy apartments 
and plots of land and “build 
charitable institutions to 
broaden its base in the city,” 
the official said. Diskin did 
not provide evidence. Israel 
considers Hamas a terrorist 
group and bars it from 
operating in Jerusalem. 

Abbas aide Rafiq Husseini 
dismissed the report. “We 
wish there was Arab money 
to buy threatened houses,” 
he told The Associated Press, 
“but that’s not the case.” Al- 
Qaradawi could no be reached 
for comment. 

Palestinian negotiator Saeb 
Erekat said Jewish expansion 
in east Jerusalem jeopardizes 
peace efforts. The Palestinians 
have refused to restart peace 
talks until Israel halts all 
settlement expansion. 

A spokesman for the U.S. 
Embassy had no immediate 
comment. 

Peace talks are also 
hampered by the division 
among Palestinians. Abbas’ 
government operates in the 
West Bank, while the Gaza 
Strip is ruled by Hamas.□ 
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Honduras crisis talks end without compromise

SAN JOSE, Costa Rica 
(AP) — Talks on ending the 
leadership crisis in Honduras 
broke off Sunday after the 
interim government declared 
“unacceptable” a proposed 
compromise that included 
the return of ousted President 
Manuel Zelaya to serve out 
his term. 

The two camps’ positions 
remain far apart after a 
fourth day of negotiations, 
but the mediator, Costa 
Rican President Oscar Arias, 
promised renewed efforts 
to seek a solution and avoid 
bloodshed in the Central 
American country. 

“It was not possible to reach 
a satisfactory agreement. 
The Zelaya delegation fully 
accepted my proposal, but 
not that of Don Roberto 
Micheletti,” Arias said, 
referring to the interim 
president sworn in by congress 
after the June 28 coup. 

Arias said he will spend the 
next three days “working 
much harder to see if we can 
reach an agreement, because 
what is the alternative to 
dialogue?” 


On Saturday, Arias proposed 
a plan that would let Zelaya 
serve out the final months of 
his term, move up elections 
by one month to late October, 
grant a general amnesty and 
include representatives of 
the main political parties in a 
reconciliation government. 
Arias, the 1987 Nobel Peace 
Prize laureate for brokering 
an end to Central America’s 
civil wars, had urged patience 
from Zelaya and flexibility 
from the interim government, 
which has ruled since the 
military whisked Zelaya out 
of the country at gunpoint. 
The Micheletti government 
endorsed several of Arias’ 
proposals on Sunday — but 
Foreign Relations Secretary 
Carlos Lopez called Zelaya’s 
return “unacceptable.” 
Instead, the interim 
government offered to create 
a truth commission to “let 
the Honduran people and 
the international community 
see all the acts that led to the 
current situation,” according 
to letter signed by Lopez. 
Zelaya, who previously 
vowed to return to Honduras 
to set up a parallel government 
if the talks failed, told The 
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Associated Press that he was 
willing to leave “the door open 
for diplomacy and dialogue.” 
His aide, Allan Fajardo, has 
said that Zelaya planned to go 
back before Friday, the date 
suggested by Arias for his 
return. 

The Honduranmilitary thwarted 
Zelaya’s first attempt to fly 
home on July 5 by blocking 
the runway at the airport in the 
capital, Tegucigalpa. 

Zelaya’s ouster is a maj or test of 
Latin American democracy and 
of the Obama administration’s 
policy toward the region. The 
U.S., United Nations and 
Organization of American 
States have demanded that 
Zelaya be returned to power, 
and no foreign government has 
recognized Micheletti. 
Honduran labor groups 
supporting Zelaya called for 
a general strike Thursday and

NOUAKCHOTT, Mauritania 
(AP) — Nearly a year after 
seizing power in a military 
putsch that ousted Mauritania’s 
first freely elected leader, 
Mohamed Ould Abdel Aziz 
won the presidency Sunday in 
a landslide vote his opponents 
decried as a fraudulent 
“electoral coup.” 

The poll was officially held to 
restore civilian rule, but critics

say little is likely to change in 
this moderate Islamic republic 
on the western edge of the 
sand-swept Sahara: Power will 
remain in the hands of the 52- 
year-old retired general who 
spent his life in the military 
and resigned only to legitimize 
his grasp on it by running for 
president. 

“We’ve gone backward to 
an era of dictatorship,” said 
Boubacar Ould Messaoud, 
who heads an organization that 


fights a tradition of slavery 
that continues here despite 
being banned. 

“Aziz is no democrat,” 
Messaoud said. “He is a 
soldier, and like all soldiers, 
he should stay in his barracks. 
There will be no difference 
between this regime and the 
junta” he ruled. 

Aziz, however, styles himself 
as a defender of democracy 
who staged a coup only to 
prevent the country from 
reverting to a past epoch of 
repressive rule — which he 
helped end with an earlier 
putsch, in 2005. 

The final result announced late 
Sunday by Interior Minister 
Mohamed Ould Rzeizim 
gave Aziz 52 percent of the 
vote, enabling him to avoid a 
runoff. 

The count must be validated 
by the constitutional court 
before it becomes final. 
Parliament speaker Messaoud 
Ould Boulkheir came in 
second with 16 percent, while 
veteran opposition leader 


Ahmed Ould Daddah was 
third with 13 percent, Rzeizim 
said. 

The main opposition 
candidates rejected the final 
outcome even before it was 
announced, saying the count 
had been “prefabricated.” In a 
statement, they accused Aziz 
of carrying out “an electoral 
coup d’etat.” 

“We refuse to recognize 
these results and call on the 
international community 
to create a commission to 
investigate to expose this 
manipulation,” Boulkheir told 
reporters. 

In a victory speech, Aziz said 
his staff and supporters had 
“committed no fraud.” He said 
the vote could not have been 
rigged because results from 
each polling station had to be 
approved and signed by rival 
parties before being forwarded 
to the electoral commission 
headquarters. 

Several hundred international 
observers are monitoring the 
vote. But key delegations 


from the African Union and 
French speaking countries 
have released their findings. 
Lawyer Bouhoube Yni of the 
nation’s independent electoral 
commission — whose 15 
members represent the rival 
political parties — said no 
serious complaints or proof 
of fraud had been received so 
far. 

Messaoud spokeswoman 
Amal Mint Abdallahi said the 
opposition was preparing to 
formally submit its complaints. 
Among them: allegations 
Aziz’s camp handed out 
ballots pre-marked in his 
favor and paid voters to cast 
them; the voters then returned 
with empty ballots taken from 
polling stations to prove they 
had done so, she said. 
Abdallahi also alleged Aziz’s 
camp fabricated false identity 
cards and illegally inflated 
voter lists. After nightfall, 
Aziz supporters sent red and 
white fireworks bursting into 
the air above Nouakchott in 
celebration. □ 
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11,000 Canadian 
flee forest fires 


KELOWNA, British 
Columbia (AP) — About 
11,000 residents of a 
subdivision threatened by 
a forest fire in southern 
British Columbia have been 
evacuated, officials said 
Sunday. 

Helicopters, air tankers and 
firefighters were attacking 
the 3.5-square-kilometer 
(1.35-square-mile) blaze 
raging behind the Glenrosa 
subdivision, some 275 
kilometers (170 miles) east 
of Vancouver. 

“You had to get out. We 
just did what we were 
told. We just picked up our 
belongings and got out,” 
Wilf Carey said as he went 
in to register at the evacuee 
center. 

Carey’s house was among 


6,500 homes deemed in 
danger. At least three homes 
were destroyed, but no 
casualties were reported. 
Another 6,000 people in the 
West Kelowna subdivision 
were told to be on 
evacuation alert, according 
to updated figures released 
by Jeanne Rucker, of the 
British Columbia Forest 
Service. 

Hotel rooms throughout 
the area quickly booked up 
Saturday night, leaving no 
vacancies. 

It’s not clear what caused 
the blaze, though Assistant 
Fire Chief Lou Wilde hinted 
strongly it may have been 
human-caused. “I’m quite 
certain lightning wasn’t a 
factor,” Wilde said. 

A second fire was burning

— Tom Watson stood over 
an 8-foot par putt Sunday 
evening on the final hole of 
a mystical British Open, one 
stroke away from becoming 
the oldest major champion 
in history. For the first time 
all week, he showed his 59- 
year-old nerves, missing it 
and ultimately losing the 
tournament to Stewart Cink in

Cink, who made a 12-foot 
birdie on the final hole of 
regulation, took advantage of 
Watson’s missed opportunity 
and overwhelmed him in the 
four-hole playoff to win by 
six shots. Watson stood on the 
18th tee one last time, blinking 
away tears.

Cink, who was never atop 
the leaderboard all week until 
Watson missed the winning 
putt, was flawless in the 
playoff and finished with two 
birdies. As he gazed at the 
fabled claret jug, he paid his 
due to Watson, the modem 
day King of the Links. 

“I don’t even know what to 
say,” Cink said. “My hat’s 
off to him. He turned back 
the clock. Just did a great job. 
I speak for all the rest of the 
people here, too.” 

Cink’s birdie gave him 69, 
and at 2-under 278, it looked 
as though he would be the 
mnner-up. 

“It was almost,” Watson 
said. “The dream almost 
came true.” Tied with three 
other players along the back 
nine on a breezy afternoon, 
Watson two-putted for par on 
the tough 16th hole, where his 
challengers all made bogey to 
fall back.

First and foremost, Goodell 
must decide whether Vick’s 
suspension will end and, if so, 
when — allowing the former 
Atlanta Falcons quarterback 


a chance to play in the league 
again. Goodell is expected 
to act fairly quickly, so Vick 
and teams know his status for 
the coming season. Training 
camps for veterans start 
opening next weekend. 

There has been communication 
between Vick’s camp and 
the league about the process, 
although neither side is 
making substantive comments 
publicly about where things 
stand. 

Vick has kept silent and 
probably will continue to 
until Goodell makes an 
announcement. While Goodell 
is declining interview requests 
on this topic, his position 
is fairly well-outlined: He 
wants a face-to-face meeting, 
and Vick must show serious 
contrition. 

“Michael’s going to have to 


demonstrate to myself and the 
general public and to a lot of 
people: Did he learn anything 
from this experience? Does 
he regret what happened?” 
Goodell said in May. “Does he 
feel that he can be a positive 
influence going forward? 
Those are questions that I 
would like to see when I sit 
with him.” 

Once Goodell’s ruling is 
rendered, NFL clubs will have 
to determine what, if any, 
interest they have in Vick. 
Among the questions teams 
will ponder: What kind of 
shape is he in? What position 
should he play? What type 
of public relations hit might 
he bring? “Teams certainly 
are going to want to know: 
Where is his mind-set? Going 
forward, is he going to be a 
good citizen? You’d interview 


him and hope you get a good 
feel in the interview. That’s the 
first thing,” former Washington 
and Houston general manager 
Charley Casserly said. “The 
second thing is: You’ve got a 
guy two years out of football, 
with no structured conditioning 
program.” 

NFL teams are allowed to 
initiate talks with Vick because 
the Falcons released him in 
June. He was cut less than 
five years after signing a $130 
million, 10-year contract. 
Vick’s agent, Joel Segal, 
would not discuss whether 
teams have been in contact 
about his client. 

An AP survey of the 31 other 
NFL clubs in November found 
that at least a half-dozen teams 
would not shut the door on the 
possibility of acquiring Vick 
at some stage. □ 



































Unbeaten Happ pitches 
Phillies past Marlins 5-0

MIAMI - Unbeaten rookie 
J.A. Happ won again, and so 
did the Philadelphia Phillies. 
Happ allowed five hits in 
seven innings, and the Phillies 
extended their longest winning 
streak since 2006 to eight 
games by beating the Florida 
Marlins 5-0 Sunday. 

Happ (7-0) also singled with 


two outs to start a three-run 
rally in the second inning. 
Jimmy Rollins had three hits 
by the third and came within 
a home run of the cycle, while 
Raul Ibanez doubled home 
two runs to help the Phillies 
complete their second three- 
game sweep in Miami this 
season. They’ve won eight in a 
row in Miami while outscoring 
the Marlins 49-18. 


Philadelphia won for the 12th 
time in the past 13 games. The 
winning streak is the Phillies’ 
longest since they won nine in 
a row April 30-May 9, 2006. 
With the sweep, the Phils 
improved to 29-15 on the road, 
best in the majors. Florida 
fell seven games behind 
Philadelphia in the NL East. 
Happ, who leads NL rookies 
in wins, pitched at least seven 


Escobar drives in four, 
Braves top Mets 7-1

ATLANTA - Yunel Escobar 
had two of his four RBIs in a 
five-run fifth inning and the 
Atlanta Braves beat New York 
7-1 on Sunday night as the 
Mets lost yet another player 
to an injury. 

Mets starting pitcher Fernando 
Nieve left the game in the 
second inning with a strained 
right quadriceps. 

Escobar hit his ninth homer in 
the second inning and had a 
run-scoring single in the fourth 
to give Atlanta a 2-1 lead. The 
shortstop delivered a bases- 
loaded two-run double in the 
fifth as the Braves stretched 
the lead to 7-1. 

The fourth-place Mets fell 
nine games back of NL East¬ 
leading Philadelphia, their 
largest deficit since they were 
nine games out after play on 
Sept. 29, 2005, according to 
STATS LLC. 

The Braves, who won three of 
four in the series, moved past 
Florida into second place in 
the East, 6 1/2 games behind 
the surging Phillies. 

Braves right-hander Javier 
Vazquez (7-7) gave up six hits 
and one run in seven innings. 
He walked one and struck 
out five, shutting down New 
York’s paltry offense. 

Since June 22, the injury- 
ravaged Mets have lost 15 
times in 24 games and have 
scored just 74 runs, the fewest 
in the majors. 

Vazquez caught Nieve’s high

Nieve, who has been filling in 
for John Maine, will fly with 
the team to Washington, where 
the Mets play on Monday, and 
then continue to New York for 
an MRI. 

Nieve joins New York’s long 
injury list. Gary Sheffield did 
not play for the second straight 
game because of cramping in 
his right hamstring that began 
Friday night. Mets manager 
Jerry Manuel said before the 
game Sheffield is still sore. 
The Mets are also without 
outfielders Carlos Beltran 
and Fernando Martinez, first 


baseman Carlos Delgado, 
shortstop Jose Reyes, and 
relievers J.J. Putz and Billy 
Wagner due to injuries. 

Tim Redding (1-4) replaced 
Nieve and gave up five runs, 
two earned, on four hits and 
three walks in three innings. 
Martin Prado and Casey 
Kotchman had RBI singles in 
the fifth. Chipper Jones drove 
in another run with a sacrifice 
fly. The Mets scored their only 
run in the third. Luis Castillo 
hit a one-out single and scored 
on Jeff Francoeur’s single. 
Braves reliever Mike 
Gonzalez, who had been 
out with tendinitis in his 
left elbow, made his first 
appearance since July 9. He 
retired the Mets in order in the 
eighth. Rafael Soriano added 
a perfect ninth.□

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innings for the fifth start in 
a row and lowered his ERA 
to 2.68.

Then he made an easy birdie 
on the par-5 17th, giving 
him a one-shot lead as this 
unforgettable British Open 
reached a crescendo.

From the middle of the 18th 
fairway, Watson hit 8-iron and 
followed its flight, right at the 
flag. It bounded through the 
green, and his putt back up the 
slope ran 8 feet past the hole. 
Watson steadied himself over 


the par putt, and thousands of 
fans braced themselves. 

All week long, as Watson kept 
his name atop the leaderboard, 
there was a feeling that he 
couldn’t hold up over four 
days and 72 holes. Now, he 
was 8 feet away from the 
unthinkable. 

The drama ended as the ball 
wobbled off the blade, obvious 
that it wasn’t struck hard 
enough. Watson’s shoulders 
slumped. 

“I made a lousy putt,” he said. 
“Then in the playoff, it was 
bad shot after another.” 

For the first time all week, 
Watson looked tired. His 
approach to the first playoff 
hole, No. 5, tumbled into a 
pot bunker and led to bogey 
to fall one shot behind. After 
a remarkable par save on the 
par-3 sixth, Watson came 
undone. 

He hooked his tee shot on the 
17th into grass so deep it took 
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him two hacks to get back to 
the fairway. He three-putted 
for a double bogey, while 
Cink played safe and smart for 
a two-putt birdie and a four- 
shot lead. 

Cink, born two years before 
Watson won his first claret jug 
at Carnoustie in 1975, captured 
his first major and sixth career 
victory. He will move to No. 9 
in the world. 

“It’s been a surreal experience 
for me,” Cink said. “Not only 
playing one of my favorite 
courses and a wonderful 
tournament, but playing 
against Tom Watson. This 
stuff doesn’t happen. I grew up 
watching him on TV, hoping 
to follow in his footsteps, not 
playing against him.” 

Rarely does a major 
championship end like this 
one — to polite applause from 
a gallery of long faces. 

Some of these fans were 
at Turnberry in 1977 when 
Watson beat Jack Nicklaus in 
the famous “Duel in the Sun,” 
the signature victory among 
Watson’s eight majors. 

He just couldn’t beat Father 
Time. 

“It was fun to be in the mix 
again, having kids who are 
my kids’ age saying, 'What 
are you doing out here?’ It 
was nice showing them you 
can still play,” Watson said. 
“I’m sure I’ll take some good 
things from it. But it’s still a 
disappointment.” 

Watson wasn’t alone in that 
disappointment. Three other 
players had at least a share of 
the lead in a final round where 
fortunes shifted with the sea 
breeze off the Firth of Clyde. 
Lee Westwood of England 
had a one-shot lead with four 
holes to play until making 
back-to-back bogeys. He 
battled to the end, however, 
and made a bold swing from a 
pot bunker in the 18th fairway. 
The ball cleared the sodden 
wall by an inch and somehow 
reached the front of the green. 
One shot behind, with Watson 



in the fairway behind him, he 
felt his only hope was to make 
the 70-foot putt. 

He ran it about 8 feet by the 
hole, then missed the next one 
and took bogey. Westwood 
was saddened to see Watson 
miss the putt for other reasons 
— he shot 71 and finished one 
shot out of the playoff. 

“Gone from frustration to 
sickness now,” Westwood 
said. 

Chris Wood, missing only an 
“s” in his name to give the 
weekend some normalcy after 
Tiger Woods missed the cut, 
shot 67 despite a bogey on the 
last hole. He tied for third with 
Westwood, finishing nearly 
two hours before Watson 
missed the decisive putt. 
Mathew Goggin, who played 
in the final pairing with 
Watson, also was tied for the 
lead and had a chance to seize 
control until badly missing 
an 8-foot birdie putt on the 
13th. He followed with three 
straight bogeys and shot 73, 
two shots behind. 

Then there was Ross Fisher, 
not even sure he would play 
Sunday if his wife had gone 
into labor. He birdied the first 
two holes and was two shots 
ahead until he chopped away 
in high grass on both sides 
of the fifth fairway and took 
a quadruple-bogey 8. Fisher 
didn’t make another birdie the 
rest of the day and shot 75. 

It was the highest winning 
score in the four Opens held at 
Turnberry. 

The closest Cink had ever 
come to winning a major was 
the 2001 U.S. Open at Southern 
Hills, when he missed an 18- 
inch bogey putt on the last 
hole while trying to clear the 
stage for Retief Goosen, never 
suspecting Goosen would 
three-putt from 12 feet. Cink 
wound up missing the playoff 
by one shot. 

Now, his name is on the oldest 
trophy in golf, joining the 
likes of Woods, Nicklaus and 
Watson, the man he beat.Q

VERBIER, Switzerland (AP) 
— Lance Armstrong all but 
conceded Sunday that he 
cannot beat teammate Alberto 
Contador at the Tour de France, 
after the Spanish star blew away 
the pack and seized the yellow 
jersey as the race entered the 
Alps. 

Armstrong moved up to second 
place in the standings after the 
15th stage, but lost time to his 
Astana teammate, who took 
control of the race as he ended 
Rinaldo Nocentini’s eight-day 
run in the overall lead. 
Armstrong — who earlier in the 
race had cited tension within 
the team amid a rivalry with 
Contador — conceded he now 
will play a role of support rider 
for the Spaniard. 

“As far as Em concerned, Em 
happy to be a domestique,” 
Armstrong said, using French

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cycling jargon for a backup 
rider. “Em proud of him.” 
Contador basked in the support 
from the seven-time Tour 
champion. 

“Lance Armstrong was my idol, 
but dropping him today wasn’t 
important — he was just like 
any other rider ... It’s an honor 
for me to have him working for 
me,” he told reporters through 
a translator. 

“He’s a great professional,” 
Contador added. 

The 26-year-old Spaniard 
broke away from other pre¬ 
race favorites with 3.5 miles 
left in the 128.9-mile ride from 
Pontarlier, France to the Swiss 
ski resort of Verbier — and he 
kept extending his lead through 
to the finish. 

“Em very happy with this 
result. The climb wasn’t that 
long but I wanted to make a 
difference,” said Contador, 
who looked fresh and tapped 
his chest as he finished. “I gave 
the maximum.” 

Contador — the 2007 Tour 
winner — came into Sunday’s 
stage in third place overall, 
6 seconds behind Nocentini. 
Contador finished in 5 hours, 3 
minutes, 58 seconds — and the 
Italian trailed 2:36 back. 

Andy Schleck of Luxembourg 
was second, 43 seconds back, 
and Vincenzo Nibali of Italy 
was third, 1:03 back. 
Armstrong, who had entered 
the day fourth overall and eight 
seconds behind Nocentini, 
finished ninth, 1 minute, 35 
seconds after the Spaniard. 
More importantly, the Texan 
seven-time Tour champion 
trails Contador by 1:37 in the 
overall standings. Bradley 
Wiggins of Britain climbed 
from sixth place to third, 1:46 


adrift of the Spaniard. 
Armstrong’s rivalry with 
Contador, on ice during last 
week’s mostly flat stages, was 
set to re-ignite in Verbier. 
Contador said Sunday’s result 
left no doubt about who should 
be considered the Astana team 
leader. 

“The differences now are pretty 
big, and the team’s bet should 
now be me, no?” Contador 
said. “I’m sure my teammates 
are going to put in great work 
to back me up just like they did 
today.” 

Armstrong conceded that 
Contador had been superior. 

“I think when Alberto went, he 
showed he’s the best rider in the 
race, certainly the best climber. 
... Hats off to him,” Armstrong 
said. 

The American vowed that 
he would not go against 
the interests of the team by 
attacking Contador later in the 
race. 

“That’s not going to happen,” 
he said. “There’s been a lot of 
drama between Alberto and me 
... but at the end of the day we 
sit as a team.” 

Sunday’s ride was the first of 
three stages in the Alps, and the 
only one of those with an uphill 
finish. The 5.47-mile ascent 
from the valley up to Verbier 
was the first time that the Tour 
has visited the ski resort. 

Ten breakaway riders set the 
pace from early on in the stage, 
and chiseled out a maximum gap 
of 4:40 by the 125-kilometer 
mark — before the peloton 
gradually started closing in. 
Armstrong hugged Contador’s 
rear wheel as the climb began, 
but the Spaniard burst ahead of 
the small group they were in 
around the 5.6-kilometer mark. 
The Texan, during the final 
climb, at times rose out of his 
bike saddle with his jersey open 
and his necklace swinging left 
and right. Contador, alone with 
2.3 kilometers to go, angrily 
swatted back some fans who 
were running beside him on the 
climb. 

Riders get a rest day on Monday 
before the two other Alpine 
stages, an individual time trial 
in Annecy on Thursday, and 
a ride up the dreaded Mont 
Ventoux on Saturday.

LIMA (AFP) - Un tribunal 
especial de Pern sentenciara 
este lunes al ex presidente 
Alberto Fujimori por entregar 
ilegalmente 15 millones de 
dolares a su ex asesor Vladimiro 
Montesinos, por lo que el fiscal 
ha pedido ocho anos de carcel. 
La lectura de la sentencia 
comenzara a las 12H00 (17H00 
GMT) en el tribunal presidido 
por Cesar San Martin, el 
magistrado que encabezo 
un proceso de 15 meses por 
violacion de derechos humanos, 
que finalizo en abril con una 
condena a 25 anos de prision 
contra Fujimori. 
Estejuiciocontraelexpresidente 
(1990-2000) comenzo el lunes 
13 de julio, pero se acortaron 
procedimientos como la 
presentacion de testigos 
luego de que el ex mandatario 
admitiera los hechos que 
sustentan la acusacion de haber 
entregado ilegalmente el dinero 
a Montesinos, aunque no acepto 
la responsabilidad penal. 
“Expreso conformidad limitada 
o relativa con la acusacion; 
solamente acepto los hechos, 


no acepto responsabilidad 
penal, la pena ni la reparacion 
civil”, dijo el ex mandatario de 
70 anos. 

Mario Amoretti, abogado 
penalista, sostuvo: “El 

Codigo Penal establece que el 
funcionario o servidor publico 
que, en merito a su cargo, 
recibe dinero del Estado o 
se apropia de el es autor de 
peculado. Es decir, se sanciona 
la apropiacion”. 

Anadio que la Sala Penal debera 
considerar “si la reversion del 
dinero al Estado fue valida y si 
el Estado se perjudico”. 

El proceso que, segun analistas, 
podria haber durado de tres 
a cuatro meses, concluira en 
una semana. El miercoles y 
viernes la defensa de Fujimori 
y la parte acusadora -el fiscal y 
el procurador-, presentaron sus 
alegatos. 

Asimismo, en su alegato final, 
el ex presidente dij o que entrego 
el dinero a Montesinos para 
evitar un golpe de Estado que 
este preparaba en su contra. 
Fujimori senalo que autorizo 
ese pago en el 2000, “obligado 


por las circunstancias”, porque 
el pais estaba en “riesgo de 
un golpe de Estado” pues 
Montesinos tenia en ese 
entonces “un control total de la 
cupula militar”. 

Fujimori aseguro que 
41 dias despues de que 
Montesinos recibiera los 15 
millones de dolares y saliera 
clandestinamente del pais, 
restituyo una cifra similar 
al erario nacional, pero sin 
explicar su procedencia. 

El fiscal Avelino Guillen 
senalo en rueda de prensa que 
“no pensaba que (Fujimori) 
iba a aceptar con una frescura 
(desverguenza) absoluta 

que cometio un delito de 
corrupcion”. 

“Con ese criterio (de apropiarse 
de 15 millones de dolares 
del Estado para entregarlo 
a Montesinos y devolverlo 
41 dias despues) cualquier 
funcionario puede sacar dinero 
estatal, trabajarlo por su cuenta 
y despues devolverlo. Eso es 
inaceptable y configura delito”, 
preciso. Una vez culminado 
ese juicio, Fujimori tendra que 


afrontar otro proceso judicial 
por tres casos de corrupcion. 
Uno de ellos es por el pago a 
congresistas de oposicion para 
que se pasen a las filas del 
fujimorismo en el 2000. Otro, 
es la interceptacion telefonica 
y un tercero tiene que ver 
con la irregular compra del 
desaparecido Cable Canal de 
Noticias (CCN).
